Palmetto, Ga, February 16.—(Special.)—A 
distraught, half unbelieving look was on the 
faces of the people of Palmetto all today. 

Twenty-four hours of a stern, barbarous 
reality failed to thoroughly convince many 
of the citizens of the community, and they 
returned every now and then to look on the 
revolting scene to make sure, to view with 
horror the mutilated bodies of the four 
murdered negroes lying there for public 
gaze on the floor of the little stone ware- 
house, where they were butchered by the 
mob. 

Instead of being what is commonly 
called a mob, the self-constituted ex- 
ecutioners consisted of no more nor

A Sight Not Forgotten. 


What is seen upon entering the small 
room-of the warehouse, where the prison- 
ers were confined, and while its grewsome 
inhabitants yet remain, is a sight that can 
‘only be felt. The view touches the emo- 
tions deeply, not however on account of the 
dead and wounded lying on the crimson 
floor, but at the aspect of the living. 

There, crowded in the narrow space left 
by the lifeless trunks, are kneeling the 
women people of the dead. Old women, 
born in slavery, moaning for a son, in a 
low, meaningless, savage chant, now in 
low, unnatural] voice and now in high 
treble; no patent sorrow on the face, but 
with the 6ame meaningless lost look, as of 
voice, Sorrow personified and unfathomable, 

Young wives and sisters, with perchance 
a lighter sorrow, stand up swaying their 
arms and bodies in frenzy and calling on 
God, after the latter day fashion, for retri- 
bution. It ie all sad, even the curses of the 
young women. 

Woman Who. Laughed. 

The most striking of all such sights was 
that presented of an old theart-broken wo- 
man with her son among the dead in the 
warehouse. 

She chanted her soft Iwilaby of goodby in 
her savage way by his side and then stag- 
gered to the door to return to her cottage. 
As she passed the curious crowd at the 
door the woman threw up her arms with a 
wild maniacal laugh and wabbled on over 
the hill, swinging her arms and laughing 
the laugh of sorrow. No face in the crowd 
smiled and af a whitecapper happened to be 
‘ present his small heart must have smote 
him with a great stroke. 

As soon as the several doctors in the 
vicinity arrived on the scene, the guard 
keeping watch over the warehouse ex- 
cluded all mourners and sightseers except 
a very few who would not disturb the work 
of the physicians. 

The women of the dead still clung to the 
place and crowded to the narrow windows, 
where they could see and continue their 
moaning. The women was the worst part 
of the select parties’ work and the part un- 
foreseen. :

There is much significance in the 
quiet remark of some that they are 
certain the party came from the ex- 
treme southern part of Campbell. 

From whatever direction they came, they 
approached quietly, like a great wrath, 
and the first the guard in the: warehouse 
knew of their coming was when the door 
was pushed open shortly after midnight 
this morning and the officials were ordered 
to throw up their hands. 

Each member of the party wore a mask 
that completely concealed the head and 
left only room for the eyes and nose. 
The leader of the gang was a large man, 
according to the guard, with a hoarse, to- 
tally strange voice. They had never seen 
him before. 


Work Quickly Done. 


The room in which the execution 
took place is not a large one and could 
not have accommodated more than 
twenty men besides the prisoners and 
the five guards, 

There was some military order, and the 
leader, after subduing the officials with 
threats and flashing weapons, formed his 
men in a line and called on the corralled 
negroes, who by this time were wild with 
fear, to stand out in a row. 

In order to get the prisoners in a line it 
was necessary to fire two shots. This 
gave the alarm to the town, and the leader 
ordered a volley immediately. Without 
waiting, the person at the head of the 
party cried: ‘‘Load and fire again.’’ 

Half of the negroes fell at the first vol- 
ley; two fell who thought they were hit, 
but were not, as it afterwatds developed. 

Others, infuriated by the pain of the 
bullets, rushed on the whitecaps with 
their bare hands, but were brought to the 
floor by scattering shots. 


One negro rushed on a member of 
the party and frantically tore the mask 
from his head, but was felled with the 
butt of a rifle. 

The victim now lies on the floor 
with his jawbone curiously dislocated. 
He was not satisfied with what came 
to him naturally. 


The whitecaps turned to give a word of 
warning to the guard, and then disappear- 
ed as silently in the night as they had 
arrived. 


Citizens Rush in Street. 


The inhabitants of the town along Broad 
and Toombs streets, the only two thor- 
oughfares in the town, rushed to their 
windows. many of them at the sound of 
the two shots which preceded the volleys, 
and pandemonium and dismay reigned in 
everv home when the solid concussion of 
the first volley was felt. 

Citizens rushed into the streets and pass- 
ed on to the place where the sound of shots 
came from, and several of them passed 
close by the fleeing whitecaps. No ques- 
tions were asked; silence was demanded

Stray Bullet Kills a Delivery Wagon 
Driver—Second Affray in Which 
a City Detective Was Killed. 
The Governor Tele- 
graphed For. 


Hot Springs, Ark., March 16.—Five men 
are dead as a result of a terrible street 
duel which occurred at 5:30 o’clock this 
afternoon between some of the most prom- 
inent men identified with local politics. 
The affair is the outgrowth of the campaign 
for city offices, which has been growing 
hotter and hotter each day for several 
weeks. The dead are: 


THOMAS, C. TOLER, chief of police. 

THOMAS GOSLEE, sergeant of police. 

JAMES E. HART, city detective. 

LOUIS HINKLE, a delivery driver. 

JOHN O. WILLIAMS, son of the sheriff 
of Garland county. 

The wounded are: Edward Spears, depu- 


ty sheriff, shot through the neck; probably: 


fatally. 
Particulars of the Riot. 

As a sequel to a street duel between 
Goslee, on one side, and Sheriff R. L. Wil- 
liams and his son, John O. Williams, on 
the other, a bloody riot occurred at £:30 
o’clock this afternoon. Five men lay dead 
upon the sidewalk when the smoke cleared 
away. | 

It was the most horrible affair in the 
history of Hot Springs. The memorable 
Fiynn-Doran riot of 1884 did not compare 
to it in its terrible results. It was a bloody 
termination to the first affray earlier in 
the evening, in which Goslee and the Wil- 
liams participated. A portion of the police 
faction, headed by the chief, and a portion 
of the Williams faction met on the side- 
walk in front of Lemp’s beer depot and 
the furious firing began. 

It is utterly impossible at this time to 
get ail the facts or learn definitely who 
@id the shooting. The police were going

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Governor Candler believes that the Palmetto affair was as coward- 
ly as it was bloody. He condemned the action of the citizens who per- 
petrated the lawless act in no uncertain terms yesterday. 

He says the white men who did the shooting and the negroes who 
committed the crime are “a disgrace to our civilization and a reproach 
to our state.’’ The governor says that such outrages must cease in 
Georgia. He contributes the trouble to the fact that negro regiments 
and soldiers have been passing through the country, and the sight of 
them has placed in the public mind of the negro a spirit of boldness. 

*“*‘The Palmetto lynching was as deplorable as it was bloody and 
cowardly,’’ said the governor. 

“It is true that the town had been burned in the night time, endan- 
gering the lives of all its women and children. It is true that I had. offer- 
ed heavy rewards for the apprehension of the incendiaries, and that 
these negroes had been arrested and some of them had confessed their 
guilt and implicated the others in the crime. But it was cowardly and 
barbarous to slaughter them as this mob did, for they had been arrested 
and were in the hands of officers of the law, awaiting a commitment 
trial. The law was adequate for their punishment, and there was no 
doubt of their speedy trial and punishment if convicted. I have offered 
the largest rewards authorized by law for the apprehension and con- 
viction of the perpetrators of the dastardly deed, and no pains nor money 
will be spared to bring them to justice. 

‘Such outrages must stop in Georgia. 

“Until recently there was no race friction in the state. The Geor- 
gia negro is not naturally vicious nor predisposed to the commission of 
atrocious crimes. This was demonstrated during a hundred years of slav- 
ery. The Georgia white man is not his enemy, as he thas had abundant 
reason to know since he became a free citizen. Such outrages as this 
never or seldom occurred in this state till regiments of insolent, drunken 
negro soldiers, the scum of the dives of the cities north and south, were 
quartered here and there in the state and in the south. 

‘“‘A mob of negro soldiers ran riot in Tampa and outraged women in 
broad daylight; another gang of the drunken vagabonds in Macon de- 
fied and tried to fire on the police. For months another regiment of these 
lawless vagabonds, wearing the uniform of United States soldiers, terror- 
ized Chickamauga and the town of Lytle, in north Georgia, to say noth- 
ing of the Griffin episode and other similar occurrences. They had to he 
escorted through every southern city through which they passed after 
they were discharged by a battalion of police to prevent their looting 
the stores and terrorizing the people. 

“The. Leesburg outrage, the Palmetto burning and many other sim- 
ilar crimes committed in Georgia by negroes during the last few months 
are due to the baleful influence and example of these lawless rowdies 
who disgraced the uniforms they wore. This is the primary cause of all 
these troubles. Still, this does not justify the bloody and barbarous 
retaliation of Leesburg and Palmetto. 

“The white men who participated in these sanguinary dramas are 
as unjustifiable for their conduct as the negroes they lynched. Both 
are a disgrace to our civilization and a reproach to our state, and all the 
power of the state shall be used to prevent a recurrence of such crimes 
and to punish the perpetrators.” 
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GOVERNOR CANDLER OFFERS 
LARGE REWARD FOR THE MOB 


Governor Candler yesterday issued the following proclamation in con. 
nection with the Palmetto trouble: , 

A Proclamation—Georgia.—By A. D. Candler, governor of said state. 
Whereas, official information has been received at this department that on 
the night of March 15, 1999, an unknown mob foully murdered Henry 
Bingham, colored; Tip Hutson, colored; E. Brown, colored, and Bud Cot- 
ton, colored, while said parties were incarcerated and well guarded await- 
ing a committal trial upon the charge of arson, in the county of Campbell. 

I have thought proper, therefore, to issue this, my proclamation, here- 
by offering a reward of $500 for the apprehension and delivery of the first 
member of said unknown mob, and a further reward of $10 for each addi- 
tional person so implicated, with evidence sufficient to convict, to the 
sheriff of said county and state. 

And I do moreover charge and require all officers in this state, civil 
and military, to be vigilamt in endeavoring to apprehend the said mem- 
bers of the unknown mob in order that they may be brought to-triaj for 
the offense with which they stand charged. Given under my hand and 
seal of the state, this the 16th day of March, 1299.

Yesterday morning Robert Gilmore, after 
a sleepless night, ate a hearty breakfast, 
and telling his mother that he felt ill, start- 
ed for the Equitable building to perform 
his daily work. She looked at her son 
with tears in her eyes, for she knew his 
iliness was one of the spells of suffering, 
and she called out to him, “My son, ‘be 
careful and come home tonight to mother.” 
He returned to her side, kissed her and 
told her not to worry. ) 

He went to the office of a friend in the 
Equitable building to see about some mat- 
ter of business. It was then about 9 o’clock 
in the morning. If he wag ever seen alive 
again the fact could not be ascertained by 
the officers last night. He entered the of- 
fice of his employer, room 7066, which & 
occupied by Rhy Knight, agent for the 
Queen and Crescent system of raliroads.

The Janitor’s Ghastly Discovery. 

Yesterday evening about haif-past 6 
o’clock one of the negro janitors at the 
Equitable building, Robert Battle, entered 
room No. 706, with a pass key, for the pur- 
pose of cleaning it up. He saw all the elec- 
tric ights burning. There was an overcoat 
on @ table, but no one was to be seen. A 
hat and a red cravat on the floor attracted 
the janitor’s attention. When he stooped 
to pick up the hat he saw there was blood 
on the floor, and that it came from under 
the door of a small closet. He tried to open 
the closet door and could not do so.

There was nothing in the office which 
the young man had left which gave any 
reason for the suicide. The light over his 
typewriter was burning brightly and there 
were several telegrams and papers near by, 
showime that the had been at work. A 
search was made for a note or letter which 


he may have left, but nothing of the kind 


was found. 
How Death Was Sought. 

From the surroundings, the position of 
the body and other known facts in connec- 
tion with the suicide, what he did there 
alone in that room with the despair of 
death upon him, can be written as exact 
as if an eye witness penned it. 

He is trying to work at his typewriter, 
the pain in his head becomes eo severe that 
he has to stop. Then self-destruction seizes 
upon him. He takes out his penknife, which 
was found open by his body, and with it 
tries to sever the artery on his left wrist. 
He fails to do it successfully. He finds 4 
coil of wire cord and the fastens one end 
around the inside door knob of the closet. 
He enters the closet and closes the door 
behind him. He sits down upon the floor 
and twists the other end of the wire cord 
about his neck and tries to choke himself 
to death. The knob is too low and death is 
too slow. He gets his knife again and with 
it gashes his right forearm. This time he 
cuts deep and strikes an artery. The blood 
pours out and he leans back against the 
. wall. Faintness, oblivion and then death. 

The body fell back and away from the 
@oor after death and thig held the closet 
door when an effort was made to open it. 

Call Officer Covington went to the scene 
of the suicide, and after making a cursory 
examination, telephoned for the coroner. 
The coroner visited the place and had 
the body removed by Funeral Directors 
Hilburn &° Bowden. An inquest will be 
held this morning at 9 o’clock. 

She Knew Her Boy Was Dead. 

Call Officer Chosewood was instructed to 
notify Mrs. Gilmore of the death of her 
gon. She resides in a small cottage’ at 
No. 479 Marietta street. The officer had a 
delicate and hard task to perform. He 
was to tell a mother of the self-destruction 
of her only child and a son who was to 
her her very life. “I never hated so to 
perform a duty in all my life,” remarked 
the officer, as he left the police barracks. 

When Officer Chosewood entered the front 
gate of the little home Mrs. Gilmore saw 
him coming and she was at the door to 
meet him. The duty was already per- 
formed without the officer opening his 
lips. 

"My boy is dead,” exclaimed the agon 
ized mother. “‘You have come to tell me 
that Robert has left me.” 

As kindly as possible the account of the 
suicide was given. 

“Oh, I knew he would never come back 
to me again,’”” moaned the poor woman. 
“All day long something has been telling 
me that the end had come at last. I have 
been sitting at the window waiting for the 
coming of the person who would bring me 
the news of his death,’’ 

At Mrs. Gilmore’s request, the body of 
the young man was taken to her home last 
night. 


He Was Honored and Respected. 


Robert Gilmore was twenty years of age 
and a son of the late Robert Gilmore, who 


-* died a few months before the birth of his 


son. He was born in Atlanta and has lived 
here all his jife. For twenty years he and 
his mother resided together at the little 
home where she now lives. He started out 
as an office boy and later was a stenogra- 
pher. A few years ago he became a suf- 
ferer with severe headaches, and as he 
grew older his sufferings increased when- 
ever one of the attacks came upon him. 
By his associates he was respected and 
honored and had the entire confidence cf 
his employers, 

This morning the coroner will hold his 
inquest, and the facts brought out will 
show that young Gilmore took his cwn 
life and that he sought the grave to relieve 
his fearful sufferings and to cure a malady 
that was beyond the power of earthly 
agencies to alleviate.

SHORT IN BATTLE 


Otis's Men Retire After Four Hours 
of Desperate Fighting, 


INSURGENTS BADLY WHIPPED 


Strongly Fortified Village of Calnti Is 
Assaulted by Americans. 


REBELS ARE STRONGLY INTRENCHED 


Thousand Islanders Give Twentieth 
Regulars a Hard and Desperate 
Brush in ‘Which Two United 
States Soldiers Are 
Killed. 


Manila, Marc 16, 1°30 p. m.—The insur- 
gents at the outposts and in the trenches 
keyond Caloocan fired several volleys last 
night upon the Montana and Kansas yvol- 
unteers, and a part of the Fourth regiment 
desiring, it is supposed, to discover if the 
American line had been thinned by tie 
movement of General Wihheaton’s com- 
mand, The Americans in the trenches re- 
plied warmly to the fire, 

H., Y. Beecher, of company A, of the 
Montana regiment, was killed in the eu- 
gegement. 

A battalion of the Twentieth regulars 
routed a smal] band of Filipinos on the 
Laguna road and some sharpshooters who 
were firing from a house over which a 
French flag was flying were dislodged. 

A gunboat entered the lake and silenced 
@ one-gun battery in the foothills. 

The strongly fortified village of Cainti, 
northwest of Pasig, was captured at 3:4 
o’clock p. m. today, after a desperate fight 
by the Twentieth regular infantry. 

The troops first encountered the rebels 
outposts in the jungle banks of the river. 
The enemy was dislodged after haif an 
hour’s fighting. 

The Americans advanced in splendid or- 
der under a heavy fire, unti] it was next 
decided to volley the rebels in the trenches. 
The latter had a great advantage and 
dropped a number of our men. The Amer- 
icans charged across the rice fields, mak- 
ing four advances on the enemy, who 
numbered a thousand men, five hundred 
of whom were intrenched and in the face 
of a cross fire. Our troops, however, Car- 
ried the town after four hours fighting and 
burned the outskirts, the rebels firing from 
the windows and keeping up a running fire 
in the streets. The Americans then witb- 
drew in order to obtain more ammuni- 
tion. 

The rebels lost about ond hundred men 
and the American loss was Corporal John- 
son, of company C, and Private McAvoy, 
of company L, killed. In addition, the 
following Americans were wounded:

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denied. No citizen was found who recog- 
nized any member of the party. A few 
said the party was on horseback, but as a 
matter of fact they were on foot. It was 
necessary in order to come and go silently. 

Even what road they left, by is not re- 
membered by those who saw the flight—a 
curious fact, but no one would think for a 
moment of imputing complicity to the 
people of Palmetto; they were distraught 
and terrorized; they ran on toward the 
scene of the "Bring without knowing where 


they were going. 


Awful Sight in Warehouse. 


The awful sight presented to the gaze 
of the people in the warehouse was one 
that will not soon be forgotten. 

Special Guard Joe Conger, who saw the 
massacre, and was impotent to resist the 
mob, declared that the scene was one of 
the most terrible he had ever witnessed, 

Shrieks of pain and piteous wails rent the 
air from the sufferers. Two of the men— 
Bud Cotton and Tip Hutson—died almost 
immediately with screams on their lips, 
and finally, from loss of strength, the men 
grew less noisy and uttered telling groans. 

Such simple help as could be devised at 
the moment was offered the sufferers, but 
it was of little avail; they were past 
simple aid, 


Mayor Gathers Posse. 


It was believed by the town authorities 
that when the negroes in the vicinity were 
congregated at the place, trouble would be 
had, and to prevent this second calamity 
Mayor Tom Arnold, who acted throughout 
the trouble with great coolness, determined 
to muster a posse of citizens and arm 
them with guns for the protettion of the 
town. No trouble was found in this un- 
dertaking, for the citizens could not re- 
turn to their homes for sleep, and felt, 
naturally, safer armed as proposed. A 
bodv of seventy-five of Palmetto’s fore- 
most citizens was organized and assigned 
to different parts of the town at once. 

No trouble with the negroes, however, 
was imminent then or at any time. The 
colored people had seen enough blood for 
one day, and, although some threats were 
made against the whites, nothing came of 
them. 

Governor Candler was telephoned at 
once, and an urgent request was made of 
him to send troops to the place. The chief 
executive replied that if it was considered 
necessary for the good of the community 
to send the. troops, he would do so at the 
earliest possible moment, 


Daylight on Palmetto. 


The return of daylight to the, frenzied 
village did not change in any respect the 
aspect of the situation. The posse con- 
tinued to patrol the streets, and those 
who did not care to be left at home wan- 
dered about with shotguns and winches- 
ters on their shoulders. Should the ne- 
groes of the community have offered any 
show of fight at the time, although the 
citizens generally sympathized with the 
slaughtered prisoners, it a bacuebis that a 
general and indiscriminate 
would have resulted. é 
Sheriff J. C. Aderhold, who resides at 
Fairburn, reached the terrorized town 
early yesterday morning, but saw that he 
could offer little assistance to the mayor 
of Palmetto. The sheriff, however, brought 
a gomewhat quieting influence into the 
town with him, and from that time on the 
situation was decidedly easier. 


Isom Brown Talks. 

Isom Brown, the negro in the warehouse 
who escaped the .bullets, but who fell 
down and broke his arm, was taken out 
of the prison in which his friends were 
confined and allowed to walk about the 
streets. He corroborated largely the ac- 
count given of the shooting by members 
of the guard. He said: 

“We were tied up in a row and 
backed against the wall. When the 
first shot came I tripped up on the 
foot of the fellow next to me and fell 
on the floor back of the men. My arm 
wag broken and I lay so still they 
thought I was dead and left me alone. 

“I did not recognize any member 
of the party and wouldn’t know one

again if I was to see him.”’ 


Brown, with the three other men who 
were not dangerously injured, was released 
from custody, although held by warrant 
for preliminary trial in the justice court. 
Why the men were released after so strong 
a guard was placed over them the preced- 


ing night has not developed: No one here 


seems to know the cause of their release. 
It is not presumed that the death of their 
companions had any effect on the legal 
obligation to hold them for trial. 


Captain Barker’s Company Here. 


The special train bearing the Capitol 
City Guards, in command of Colonel John 
Candler, reached Palmetto thig morning at 
11 ofclock, and @ large and curious crowd 
gathered at the station to meet the vis- 
itors.. Mayor Arnold at once turned over 
his special guard to the command of Colo- 
nel Candler, and resigned the care of the 
town to him. Colonel Candler, after as- 
certaining the exact nature of the situation, 
put a special patrol on the street and 
around the warehouse and sent the princi- 
pal body of his men to the station. 

The troops this afternoon were makin 
themselves at home in the town. and i 
order to obtain meals for all the men, it w 
necessarv to cal] on the private families 


of the Diace, a request that is complied 
with in every case. 


Negro Makes Confession. 


A fact of great importance is that Bud 
Catton, one of the negroes who met his 


‘death, made a confession yesterday after- 


noon in which he stated that he was ane of 
the party engaged in setting parts of the 
town on fire on three separate occasions, 
and in his confession he implicated the oth- 
er negroes Who were held with him. 


It is practically certain now that 


Three incendiary fires since the first of 
the vear have wrought the people of Pal- 
met 


aes — — 
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igin, occurred on February Zist and 2th. 


The community by this time was aroused, 
and as the cords gradually grew tighter 
around the nine negroes who were finally 
arrested, the anger of the people grew 
more intense. 

The crime of the negroes, if they were 
guilty, Was very great, and deserved harsh 
punishment, but the death they met 
terday morning more than paid the debt. 


Coroner’s Jury Meets. 
While the negoes were lying in pools of 


blood all day an effort was being made to | 


reach the coroner of the county, whb was 
out of the city. 

Finally it was ascertained that he could 
not be reached, and Justice of the Peace 
Cummings was called upon te act in the 
absence of the officer. 

A jury, consisting of the following mem- 
bers, was impaneled and called together at 
noon: J. T. Bullards, F. T. Mixon, W. C. 
Smith, H. T. ‘Daniel, J. L. Giles and R. G, 
Mixon. 

The jury considereg the evidence of four 
witnesses in reaching a verdict—that of 
'R. E. Baker, one of the guards, who tes- 
tified that to his belief there were between 
seventy-five and 100 men in the party, none 
of whom he had recognized. 

The evidence of J. J. Comger, another 
guard over the prisoners, was taken und 
corroborated that of Baker. He said he 
recognized no one, and averaged the crowd 
at between seventy-five and 150, 


Negroes Testify. 


Clem Watts, one of the prisoners who es- 
caped serious injury, was called. Watts 
did not recognize any one in the party. 
The feature of the testimony was that of 
John Bigby. Bigby was sworn and stated 
that he recogi,ized several members of the 
party, giving the names of two young men 
—Daniel and Phillips—who live near the 
town, as being in the gang. Bigby was 
shot in the back, and none of the shot 
that entered his body entered from the 
front. 1t was also shown to the jury by 
sufficient evidence that Bigby had a spite 
against Danie] and Phillips, and for this 
reason his testimony was altogether disre- 
garded by the jury. The following verdict 
Was returned: 


‘““We, the coroner’s jury, impaneled 
to investigate the death of Ed Brown, 
Henry Bingham, Tip Hutson and Bud 
Cotton, find that deceased met death 
from gunshot wounds inflicted by 
hands of unknown parties.” 


Prominent Citizen Talks. 


Dr. H. L. Johnstone, one of the most 
prominent citizens of the place, and the 
owner of the warehouse where the shooting 
took place, expressed regret that such a 
calamity should have fallen on a commu- 
nity that had hitherto borne such a good 
reputation. He said: 


‘Where the parties came from that did. 


the deed, we cannot say. I do not believe 
they came from this place, and am at a 
loss to locate them anywhere. 

“The negroes here have been very aggra- 
vating in their recent conduct; in addition 
to the work they have done for us in this 
town, they have made open threats to burn 
the town of Fairburn. ; 

“You will find that the people of the place, 
in spite of the conduct of the negroes or 
Bome ot them here, are down on any such 
summary action as was taken this morn- 
ing.’’ 

The situation in Palmetto tonight ds 
greatly improved, and there is no longer 
any fear entertained of a general outbreak. 


THE NEWS HEARD IN ATLANTA. 


The Constitution Notified the Governor 
of the Trouble—He Took Imme- 

: diate Action, 

The greatest activity existed around the 
capitol early yesterday morning when the 
firet notices were given that troops would 
ibe sent to Palmetto... Governor Candler 
was awakened at the mansion at a very 
early hour by the ringing of the telephone, 
and was told by The Constitution about the 
trouble. 

He began at once to make arrangements 
to stop any further trouble. In the mean- 
time Colonel Obear had been very active 
and had a large number of the company of 
militia, which were summoned at the ar- 
mory on Alabama atreet. 

The first officer to be notified was Captain 
Barker, of the Capital City‘Guards, He has 
a company made up almost exclusively of 
men who served in the United States vol- 
unteers during the late war, and they are 
hardened to the outdoor life. 

Messengers were rapidly dispatched to 
all parts of the city with orders command- 
ing the members of the company to report 
at once to the armory. Some of them had 
seen The Constitution and thought that 
the summons was to go to Palmetto, but 
at that early hour those who had not seen 
the news were in a state of great excite- 
ment to know what it meant. 

The company was quickly assembled snd 
armed, Each man was given several rounds 
of ammunition, and the company of fifty 
men was told of the ch eter of work 
that would be required of it and the duties 
which it was expected to perform, 

Later Colonel Candler, in uniform, report- 
ed to the capitol and was ready for ser- 
vice. Governor Candler arrived at his of- 
fice and was fully informed as to the situa- 
tion. Many messages reached him during 
the early hours of the day, and @any con- 
flicting reports were circulated about the 
capitol. 

Captain Barker was placed in command 
of the troops, and assisted by Lieutenant 
Alred and Lievwtenant Booth left for Pal- 
metto on a special train, accompanied by 
Colonel Candler, The men seemed to be in 
the best of spirits and showed delight at 
being again in the.harness of war. A large 
number of people saw the train leave and 
there was much excitement at the depot 
when the special pulled out. 

Governor Is Notified. 

Governor Cand:er was notified of the 
shooting at Palmetto by a telephone mes- 
sage from The Constitution and from Rep- 
resentative Johnson, of Campbell county. 
Mr. Johnson told him of the entire affair, 
and the governor asked what was the out- 
look for more trouble. He was told that 
there was some excitement. 

Governor Candler then telephoned Mayor 
Arnold, of Palmetto, if there was any im- 
mediate danger of further trouble, and the 
result of this conversation was that the 
soldiers were sent to the place of the kill- 
ing by the first train that could be secured. 

Governor Candler considered the situation 
for some time and was prompt to use 
every éffort to catch those who had com- 
mitted the murder, if such a thing is pos- 


sible. 
A Reward Is Offered. 

During the day he offered the largest 
reward that the law of the state allows for 
the capture of any lawless persons. 

Much Excitement in Atlanta, 

When the citizens of Atlanta received The 
Constitution yesterday morning announcing 
the bloody tragedy there was 4 thrill of 
excitement that had not been experienced 
in some time. 

Persons from the town who arrived in 
the city for business yesterday morning 
were asked many questions regarding the 
situation. They told the details of the 
bloody slaughter to many listeners ,and 
retold the tale many times during the day. 
As the story was repeated it grew in pro- 
pertions and the horror of the crime was 
appalling to those who heard of it late in 
the day. 


When the soldiers sent to Palmetto ar- 
rived at the union depot there was a crowd 
waiting. The sound of the bugle had given 
warning of the approaching militia, and 
the crowd cheered them as the train ar-

CUBA MUST NOW PAY 
- FOR FREE RATIONS 


Supplies Furnished Poor Will Be Charged 
Against Customs Receipts. 


Lee Returns from Cienfuegos to the 
Metropolis of the Island. 
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POLICE FORCE IS WITHOUT PRESTIGE 
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Chief Menovcal Carries His Resignation 
in His Pocket Ready To 
Hand It In. 
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Havana, March 16.—An order was issued 
today by the United States military author- 
ities to the effect that all rations distributed 
to the Cuban poor after the supply now en 
hand is exhausted shal] be charged against 
the custqms receipts of the province in 
which tge> are distributed. 

Monthly requisitions will be made as here- 
tofore and the United States authorities 
will supply, buying in the Cuban markets 
such articles as sugar and rice if they 
can be obtained to better advantage here. 
The rest of the rations will be bougnat in 
the United States, 

Genera] Fitzhugh Lee has returned here 
from Cienfuegos, 

Chief of Police Menocal, OWing to the re- 
cent criticisms of the force, carries his 
resignation in his pocket. He has tendered 
it two or three times, but on reconsidera- 
tion has withdrawn it. 

The new police force has created a bad 
impression. During the last few days the 
policemen have shown timidity in handling 
the people. They appear to be undetermined 
and undecided what to do or how to do it. 
People have no respect for them and pay 
little attention to their orders, which are 
not enforced. Besides this the force has 
no past traditions, esprit de corps or ex- 
perience. Sinc@ McCullagh's departure the 
only American police official] here has been 
Detective Crowley and he is only concern- 
ed with the detective bureau interests. 

There are many amusing incidents, show- 
ing lack of respect for the force, and sever- 
al policemen have asked for a detail of 
American soldiers to help them arrest law- 
breakers, saying our soldiers are the only 
officers the law-breakers will obey. nae 

It will take somo time for the police to 


regain the prestige they have lost. 
General Betancourt has arrived from Ma- 


tanzas and conferred with Generals Pedro 
Diaz, Jesus Monteagudo, Luis Robau, Al- 
berto Nodarse end Francisco Perazo, whe 
last night decided to act in conjunction 
with him in condemning the action of the 
military assembly. Considerable interest 
attaches to the attitude they will adopt 
with respect to General Gomez, because 
they command over 20,000 Cuban soldiers. 
If they adhere to Gomez it is asserted that 
their action will probably be the deathblow 
to the assembly. 

General Gomez wil] visit General Brooke 
tomorrow, The talk of General Gomez for 
president of the Cuban republic is increas- 


ing as a very natural reaction against 
censures passed upon him by the military 
assembly.

NEBRASKAN SPEAKS TO LARGE 
AUDIENCE IN BLOOMINGTON. 


He Gives August Belmont Permission

tonight addressed_a large audience at the 
Coiiseum.

MILL PROPERTY GREATLY DAMAGED 


Half a Ton of Delayed Mail Reaches 
Rome—Heavy Rainfall at Gads- 
den, Ala., and That City Is 
in Danger of Inun- 
dation. 


Rome, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)\—The wa- 
ter gauge on the bridge across the Oosta- 
naula river stood at twenty-nine feet at 2 
o'clock this afternoon and will rise perhaps 
half a foot more. ‘The lowlands on the 
right bank of the Coosa, known as Hamil- 
ton bottoms, are under water from one to 
ten feet. Water has penetrated the base- 
ments of several stores in the fourth ward, 
and four feet of water covers the car line 
for several hundred feet in that part of the 
city. Broad street and nearly every busi- 
ness house on it has been elevated above 
the mark reached by the famous 1886 flood, 
when the gauge showed forty and one-half 
feet, and water stood in many stores six to 
eight feet deep. Mobley lake dam was 
swept away and several feet of water is 
standing in the park. 

The Southern, Georgta division, and the 
Selma division have their tracks in fairly 
good condition and trains are running very 
nearly on schedule time. The Rome rail- 
road’s line runs along the banks of the 
Etowah river nearly to Kingston, and that 
stream’s high state has prevented the dam- 
age being repaired. The Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern put its trains through 
all right today. The Rome and Decatur is 
in the worst fix, and it may be Monday 
before any trains can run on that line. 

Silver creek’s raging flood swept away 
two big dams for. Rounsaville’s mill and 
has done some damage to the Lindale Mill 
Company's property. Half a ton of delayed 
mails came in this morning and kept the 
Rome postoflice forces hustling. The Coosa 
is rapidly rising at Gadsden, ‘and that 
city’s danger is yet to come. Seven inches 
of rain fell there. 

Damage in Bartow County. 

Cartersville, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)— 
Reports of da*nages from the high waters 
continue to come in from different parts 
of the county. The Munford mill, on 
‘Pettit’s creek, had its foundation 
washed out, whic threw the building, a 
three-story structure, into the stream, and 
it was washed three hundred yarjs down 
the stream. A gin house on the Munford 
farm was also washed away, as was also 
the barn of Mr. James Gilreath. : 

Five wagon brijiges on this creek were 
washed away. It is believed there was a 
waterspout somewhere at the point near 
the head of the stream, and the Munford 
mill dam, unable to stand the pressure, 
gave way and everything below was swept 
by the awful torrent. 

Two bridges, the only ones on Stamp 
creek, were washed away. Also the Jones 
mil] and carriage and wagon manufactory. 
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IRON BRIDGE WASHED AWAY. 


Crossed the Chattahoochee Between 
Forsyth and Gwinnett Counties. 

Buford, Ga., March § 16.—(Special.)—The 
fron bridge across the Chattahoochee river 
between this place and Cumming was wash- 
ed away yesterday about 1 o'clock. The 
river was not so full as it had been several 
times since the bridge was built, but the 
foundation under the large rock pier which 
was built about the middle of the river was 
washed out—this allowed the heavy iron 
bridge to sink and today no one knows 
where it Is. 

This bridge being located between For- 
syth and Gwinnett counties, a great deal 
of Buford’s trade crossed on it, and it 
having been washed away just at this sea- 
s0n will materially interfere with Buford’s 
fertilizer and provision trade. It was built 
by Forsyth county about four years ago at 
a cost of $7,000.

Experience of a Young Married Wo-. 
man on the River. 

Rome, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)—A young 
married woman from Atlanta recently had 
a harrowing experience on a river raft on 
the Coosa. The police refused to divulge 
her name. The young couple came here 
from Atlanta with the intention of going to 
Gadsden. The husband built a rough raft, 
and on it a tiny room. On this frail craft 
they began the journey down the Coosa 
last Friday. 

The wife, who was a tiny, nervous little 
body, became frantic with fright as soon 
as the raft reached the middle of the 
stream, and she became so hysterical that 
her husband finally pulled the raft into the 
shore three bundred yards below the land 
company bridge. 

He begged her to come on, that there 
was no danger, but she refused and he 
fiew into a rage. So incensed did he be- 
come that he finally left her and started 
afoot to Gadsden alone. The river subsided 
and left the raft high and dry, and in the 
tiny shack the young woman remained py 
herself frum Friday afternoon until Mon- 
day afternoon, when Policeman Wingfield 
Guice found her almost dead from fear, 

She was brought to police headquarters 
and told her story, her form shaking with 
convulsive sobs. She said she was twenty 
years of age and had been married four 
years. She begged that her name be with- 
held from the papers, because it would 
mortify her people in Atlanta so. She was 
sent back to Atlanta, Nothing has been 
heard of the deserting husband, 


PLAN 


To Facilitate the Movement of Vessels 
to and from Cuba. 


Savannah, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)— 
Lieutenant Colonel J. B. Bellinger, depot 
quartermaster here, has devised a plan by 
which he is satisfied he can get all of the 
volunteer troops back from Cuba before 
the close quarantine season, and he has 
gone to Washington to see if he can get 
the department to adopt it. It contemplates 
the use of Fort Pulaski, at the mouth of 
the Savannah river, as a sort of quarantine 
station. The transports would lose so much 
time in going to Sapelo that it would be 
impossible to finish the work in time were 
they required to go there. It is contem- 
plated that the transports and Ward line 
steamers, which will also be used, will | 
unload their men and freight at Fort Pulas- 
ki, where nearly 2,000 men can be accom- 
modated at one time. The transport will 
then return at once to Cuba for other 
troops, and the city quarantine station, 
which is near Fort Pulaski, will take from 
one to two companies at a time, disinfect 
their clothing and baggage, after which 
they will be sent to the city on lighters or 
small craft. Colonel Bellinger says by this 
plan he can handle more than 10,000 volun- 
teers to Savannah by May Ist, which could 
not be done if the transports have to go to 
Sapelo. It is believed this plan will be 
adopted. 


INVENTS A COTTON CHOPPER. 


Farmer Near Tifton Applies for a 
Patent. 


Tifton, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)—Mr. J. 
M. Pope, who lives near Jacobs postoffice, 
about eight miles east of Tifton, has ap- 
plied for letters patent on a cotton chop- 
per that ts likely to revolutionize matters 
in this important item of cotton culture and 
give the festive darky and hoe a chance to 
emigrate to town.

Besides having to face a horde 
of wrathy creditors, Eatman will proba- 
bly also be required to stand trial in the 
courts for selling liquor ‘without a license, 
and perhaps other charges. He had not 
paid his state or county license for th2 
hotel, bar. It seems that he had been 
“standing off’’ Captain Hester, the tax 
collector, ever since the Ist of January, 
making him one gromise and then an- 
other. Once he gave a check to the tax 
collector,- but this was turned down by 
the bank. 

Now Eatman is to be brought back here 
on a warrant charging him with selling 
liquor without license. The warrant was 
issued yesterday and Sheriff Edwards soon 
had Eaton located and arrested. He is in 
St. Augustine, Fla., it is understood, and 
requisition papers may have to be taken 
out before he can be brought back, but 
there will probably be no trouble about 
this. 

Some of Eatman’s creditors have found 
a quantity of fine wines and liquors that 
he had stored away previous to selling out 
his lease of the Albany Inn. These have 
been attached and will be disposed of, the 
proceeds being applied to some of his num- 
erous debts, Since his hasty departure 
from the city. many questionable transac- 
tions in which Eatman was involved have 
been disclos.d and the business men of 
Albany are wondering how they ever allow- 
ed themselves to be so completely duped. 
Eatman will undoubtedly have a hard road 
to travel when he is brought back from 


Florida.

Sheriff Williams was not present when 
the battle occurred, but soon appeared, 
and on learning of the death of his son, 
became frantic. His brother, Coffee Wil- 
liams, and nephews, Sam and Will Watt, 
were armed and 


were with him, and all 
crazed with rage and grief. 
The Killing of Hart. 

About twenty minutes after the. main 
battle another affray occurred in whicn 
four or five shots were fired. This oc- 
curred on the sidewalk a little below where 
the other dead bodies lay. The great mul- 
titude which had gathered stampeded in 
the wildest excitement, tumbling over each 
other in every direction. In this fusilade 
Detective James Hart went down with the 
whole top of his skull blown off. 

Pandemonium reigned for an hour, 
crowds of citizens and visitors rushed up 
and down the streets. When a stir oc- 
curred stampedes would take place at once. 
Finally Constable Samuel Tate and Deputy 
John Archer succeeded in quelling the ex- 
citement to some extent, and cleared the 
street in the vicinity of the awful scene. 
A big freight wagon was brought up and 
the bodies were loaded in it and taken‘to 
Gross’s undertaking establishment. 

Besides his father, John Williams leaves 
a mother and three sisters. Goslee leaves 
a wife and children, the youngest an in- 
fant. Toler has no relatives here. Hart 
leaves a wife and children, and young 
Hinkle, the innocent victim, has felatives 


and 


here. 
Citizens of all kinds are terribly aroused 


over the affair, and are determined to 
“maintain the peace. It is said that the 
governor will be asked to remove Sheriff 
Williams, temporarily at least, and appoint 
some other man to act in that capacity. 

Judge Belding was sworn in as chief of 
police tonight, and after a citizens’ meet-

More Trouble Expected. 

The Williamses have many relatives, and 
more trouble is anticipated from this 
source, while a brother of Hinkle claims 
that some one took advantage of the op- 
portunity to kill his brother. 

For several minutes after the tragedy 
the first four killed lay upon the sidewalk 
in front of business houses, members of 
the great throng being fearful to go near 
until the business men objected, and a 
dray was brought to cart the bodies to the 
morgue, with Constable Tate in the rear 
with pistols in hand, keeping the people 
away from the wagon as its ghastly load 
moved down the street. 

Toler was shot through the brain and in 
the breast, either being mortal. 
| Hart was first shot through the head,

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The Palmetto Mob. 

The affair at Palmetto is another of 
those lawless and criminal episodes 
which we had hoped would find no repe- 
tition in Georgia. 

There seems to have been no reason 
whatever for the gathering of a mob or 
for the summary and murderous proceed- 
ings that followed. Nine negroes had 
been arrested on suspicion of incendiar- 
ism, and one had confessed. The pre- 
liminary trial of all was to have taken 
place yesterday. But a mob intervened, 
drove the guard away, entered the build- 
ing where the prisoners were confined, 
opened fire upon the helpless creatures, 
and then rode off, convinced no doubt 
that it had done a very courageous deed. 

But the verdict of all sensible men 
and of all law-abiding citizens will be 
that it was a very cowardly thing to do. 
It does not require any boldness or cour- 
age for a mob of armed men to kill and 
wound helpless prisoners. The biggest 
cowards the world ever saw could afford 
to take all the risks that the Palmetto 
mob took. 

We understand, of course, that the 
feelings of the people of Palmetto and 
the region roundabout have been terribly 
wrought up by a succession of incen- 
diary fires which have been serious 
enough to threaten the destruction of the 
town. Fourteen or more buildings have 
been destroyed in this way, and the dan-. 
ger had assumed such proportions as to: 
ake some decisive step necessary, That 
step had been taken. Nine negroes had 
been arrested and one of the nine had 
confessed his guilt and named his asso- 
ciates. The preliminary trial was 
set for yesterday, when all the facts 
would have come out. If there is a con- 
spiracy among the negroes to destroy 
the town, the trial would have made it 
clear, and legal measures could have 
been taken to deal with the conspirators 
promptly and effectually. Under such 
circumstances, the citizens of Palmetto 
could have gone to bed at night with a 
feeling of greater security than they are 
likely to have for many months to come, 

But all the legal proceedings have been 
upset, and the law itself defied by this 
disastrous violation of its edicts. Now 
it is useless for any human being to 
plead justification here. There are crimes 
in their nature so hideous and revolting 
as to seem to call for immediate reprisal 
regardless of legal proceedings; but there 
ig no justification for this murderous 
assault of a mob on helpless prisoners 
already in the clutches of the law and 
certain to have their deserts dealt out 
to them in a manner at once peaceful 
and legal. 

It may be that some of the prisoners 
were innocent of the crimes laid at their 
door. If so the mob has been guilty of 
as foul a piece of injustice as ever black- 
ened the records of disorder. And if 
every one of the prisoners is guilty of in- 
cendiarism, that is no excuse for the 
murderous action of the mob. Because 
@ parcel of negroes, ignorant and re- 
vengeful, violate the law, that is no 
reason why white men, bred in the 
school of good citizenship, knowing the 
necessity of peaceful and orderly pro- 
ceedings, aware of the dangerous de- 
moralization attendant on a willful and 
open violation of the law, should engage 
im crime and disorder. 

What has the murderous mob done? It 
has not only defied the law, but has 


law, but has shown the profoundest con- 
tempt for its agents and its operations. 
In short, the Palmetto mob has set at 
defiance the governor of the state, the 
courts and all the officers appointed to 
administer and execute the law. In 
every community there is an element 
more or less inclined to lawlessness. Is 


element? Is it a good example to set 
‘before the young men of the state, espe- 
cially in those regions which the influ- 
ence of the courts of law rarely reach?

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The State Fair Site. 

The fixing of the site for the coming 
state fair need not cause any anxiety, 
for the matter will work out all right. 

The gentlemen who are interested in 
both companies controlling the grounds 
and buildings of the Piedmont park 
property are likewise interested in the 
success of the state fair to be held in 
Atlanta. They are among the men whom 
Atlanta has always depended upon to 
carry her enterprises through to a suc- 
cessful issue. It may be taken for 
granted that each one of them will main- 
‘tain the record of the past, and that a 
solution will be found which will be fully 
in line with Atlanta’s traditional spirit. 

The people of Atlanta have raised 
more than the full amount of money nec- 
essary to hold the fair, and which was 
pledged to the State Fair Association. 
They can and will raise more, if neces- 
sary. ‘The grounds upon which the fair 
must be held are owned by one compa- 
ny and leased by another. Just now 
they are discussing their relative equi- 
ties, the conclusion that the fair is to be 
held there being admitted. The execu- 
tive committees of these associations 
will meet with the state fair committee 
in a few days, and close up the matter 
in a manner which will be perfectly sat- 
isfactory to all concerned. 

There is not the slightest ground for 
apprehension that there will be any se- 
rious disagreement. Everything. will 
work out all right. It is absurd to sup- 
pose that with such: representative At- 
lantians at the head of the several in- 
terests involved, there will be any mis- 
understanding that will in any way in- 
terfere with the state fair. Atlanta does 
not do business that way. 
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To Take Sole Control. 

The determination of General Brooke 
to take sole control of affairs in Cuba 
is the only wise one under the circum- 
stances. 

The so-called Cuban assembly having 
shown sitself to be totally incompetent 
for the serious work of legislation, and 
likely to prove a hindrance to the clos- 
ing up of our relations with the island 
if recognized in any way, left no other 
course open to the Americans. In all 
revolutionary wars, the head and front 
of the cause is necessarily that military 
leader who, by his skill and common 
sense, attracts to himself the attention 
of his people.

The other’day, as already 
stated, this lady died, and as mourners 
at her funeral she had ten orphan chil- 
dren whom she had, raised to maturity 
and respectability. This was harder 
and more continuous work than finding 
fault with the law.. This Georgia moth- 
er had, also, done her duty, and she 
could approach the great bourne with 
the declaration: “My hands are full!” 

There are hundreds of little children 
all through this state who would be glad 
to have a home. Many of them areé 
unkempt and unlovely just now, but un- 
der the gentle touch of the woman who 
would take the mother’s place to them, 
what a transformation would take place! 

There is work enough to do, but not 
so many who are willing to do it. 


Chauncey Depew on Trusts. 

A great many public men and news- 
papers in this country, taking their cue 
from the trusts, argue that these indus- 
trial and business combinations are not 
intended to create monopolies and raise 
prices, and contend that they havVe no 
such effect. On the contrary, they 
say, the tendency of the trusts and com- 
binations is to lower prices so far as 
the general public is concerned, and they 
point to the Standard Oil Company, that 
tremendous octopus which has the mo- 
nopoly of coal oil and its products. The 
advocates of the trusts point to the fact 
that the price of coal oi] has gradually 
fallen, until now it is within reach of 
the poorest. 

This is true, but it fg not due to the 
fact that the trust has voluntarily re- 
duced the price. The Standard Oil 
Company is, indeed, the most compre- 
hensive business combination the world 
has ever seen, and:it is able to control 
the output and the markets for its prod- 
ucts and by-products. It is able to 
drive producers and refiners of coal oil 
out of business; individual enterprise 
and capital cannot stand before its vast 
ramifications; it is superior to the law 
in most states; but the truth is, every 
gas company and every electric lighting 
company are active and unquenchable 
rivals of the Standard Oil Company, so 
far as the use of coal oil for lighting is 
concerned, and thig is the reason why 
the price of kerosene hag fallen. The 
trust, powerful as it is, cannot raise the 
price of kerosene for lighting purposes 
without destroying a large part of the 
demand for it. 

So much for that illustration; now for 
the real nature and effect of trusts 
and combines from a man who may be 
said to be ‘‘on the inside,” to-wit, Sena- 
tor. Chauncey Depew. We may con- 
fess here that we confidently expect 
to find Mr. Depew, in hig capacity as 
United States senator, advocating and 
defending trusts by speech and vote, 
but there was a time, no longer ago 
than December 14, 1892, when, in giving 
his views before the interstate commerce 
commission, he drew a picture of the 
ultimate effect of the trusts that is well 
worth reproducing at this time. 

Referring to “the men of small cap- 
ital, the firms of little means, composed 
generally of young men whose friends, 
believing in their energy, enterprise and 
honesty, have advanced money that they 
may go into business,’ Mr. Depew, thor- 
oughly familiar with the operation of 
trusts, remarked: ‘Just see the fright- 
ful competition they have to contend 
with. This great concern, with its 
enormous capital, goes into a town and, 
in order to get the business, to crush 
out its weaker competitor, will under- 
sell him, and because of its vast business 
is enabled to undersell him. _ He can- 
not help himself. Every one of these 
small men has to go to the wall. It is 
a mere question of time when this big 
firm will absorb and ruin them all.” 

To this apt description of the effect of 
trusts, he added the interesting prophecy 
that “in five years from today there will 
not be an independent business man in 
any large or in any considerable place 
in the United States. Every business 
will be in the hands of a strong consol- 
idated Organization which is called a 
trust. It will destroy all opportunity 
for independent energy or competition, 
or for that rise of young men which, we 
have boasted, has been one of the great 
opportunities of this country.” 

Mr. Depew made these remarks when 
he wag a railroad president, and, Senator 
Chandler, who has opportunely recov- 
ered them from the oblivion of a pub- 
lic document, is of the opinion that 
now the New York senator is to devote 
himself entirely to tne public service, 
he will “become a leader in the opposi- 
tion to the enormous trusts and monopo- 
lies which are being formed all over the 
United States, and which will soon crush 
out individual enterprise.” But we 
think the New Hampshire senator is off 
in his reckonings on this point. The 
New York senator represents the money 
power; he is hand-in-glove with it: and 
the money power is intrenched behind 
every trust that has a substantial basis. 

Mr. Chandler remarks that “the great 
danger is that trusts and monopolies, 
with the money power pressing them 
forward, will take possession of the re- 
publican party. and lead it on to defeat 
in 1900.” While we rejoice in the stand 
Mr. Chandler has taken, we are almost 
inclined to believe that he is deliberate- 
ly “talking through his hat,” ag the 
phrase is, when he makes the remark 
quoted above, for he must know, if he 
has his eyes about him, that the repub- 
lican leaders who are not in close touch 
may be counted on the fingers of a hand 
that has been caught in a saw gin. 
Nevertheless, we hope to see Mr. Chan- 
diler aid the democrats in their effort to 
rescue the country from the clutches o 
the trusts. :

“INJUNCTION PLANK” NO GOOD. 


Virginia’s Court of Appeals Hands 
Down Interesting Decision. 
Richmond, Va., ‘March 16.—The supreme 
court of appeals handed down today a de- 
cision’ which is of great importance to 

Virginia judges and lawyers. 

The appellant, Carter, was sentenced to 
fine and imprisonment for contempt of 
court. He obtained a writ of error, the 
errors assigned being, first: That upon the 
facts as shown in the record, he was not 
guilty of contempt; second, that the court 
erred in refusing to have a jury empan- 
elled for his trial. 

The opinion of the supreme court says 
the facts show Carter to have been guilty 
of a contempt, and the court holds that no 
error was made in refusing a jury trial. 
Therefore the judgment of the lower court 
{s affirmed. 

The case is of special interest because it 
involves the constitutionality of the Saun- 
ders bill, passed at the last session of the 
legislature. 

It will be recalled that Hon. W. G. Saun- 
ders, of Franklin, introduced a measure 
to carry into effect in the state courts the 
provisions of what is Known as the “‘in- 
junction plank’ in the Chicago platform. 
Hig measure was designed to take from 
courts the power to punish for contempts 
Committed out of the presence of the 
courts, and to provide for the trial] by 
jury of such cases.

The Chicago Is Ordered to Island of 
Martinque To Bring Ohiocan

Washington, March 16.—A telegram waa 
received at the white house today from 
Co:onel Gate Hoyt, who is traveling com- 
panion of ex-Secretary Sherman, dated at 
Fort De France, Island of Martinique, an- 
nouncing that Mr. Sherman is suffering 
from an attack of pneumonia and request 
that he be brought to the United States on 
@ government vessel. 

The message was sent to the navy deparm- 
ment and Secretary Long immediately gave 
the orders necessary to comply with the 
wish.

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PAID BIG MONEY FOR CHARTS.

South Carolina School Superintendent 
Makes Statement. 

Greenville, S. C., March 16.—(Special.)— 
Publications today of a statement from 
the state superintendent of education have 
attracted attention In educational circles. 
Superintendent McMahon states nearly $60,- 
000 have been spent for school charts. Tne 
highest priced chart costs $37.50, whichis 
more than the cost of a month's schooling 
in the average country school. In addition, 
the charts delivered in many cases have . 
not corresponded to sample, paper charts 
being delivered instead of linen charts, as 
agreed. In one county more was pald for 
charts than for teachers’ salaries ,and in 
one district all but $4 of the school fund 
was paid for charts. The sale was stop- 
ped before some countles had bought. Ex- 
Superintendent of Education W. D. May- 
field, who recently went out of office and 
during whose administration the chart pur- 
chases were authorized, was in town today 
and talked freely. He said the supply cum- 
mittee of the state educational board, coua- 
sisting of five educators, recommended the 
adoption of three charts—a geographical 
chart, costing $37; a language chart for $22 0 
and a reading chart for $10._ Before the 
charts could be solid in any counties the 
county ‘board of education must authorize 
the sale, and the purchasing proper was 
with the school trustees. Mr. Maytieid 
had not favored the purchase of chart 80 
extensively, as authorized by the hcard.

The Cuban assembly will be dealt with 
as any other organization. If its session 
provokes riot and disturbance, it wil] be 
dispersed like any other disorderly body. 
If its meetings are harmless and amount to 
nothing more than the vocifeeration of men) 
no attention will be paid to it. If the as- 
sembly gets in the way of the United States 
authorities in the preservation of the peace 
and tranquillity of the island, then the as- 
sembly or any other set of men must, in 
the language of the American police, 
“move on.”

The roads are nearer together now than 
they have ever been before. Last Tues- 
day’s conference of the presidents and 
general managers brought good results in 
that respect. The roads were never able 
before to come so near agreeing. 

They do not like the idea of elevating 
their tracks, but they are willing to make 
sacrifices and concessions: A majority of 
the executive officers favor a station on the 
present site, if the physical difficulties can 
be overcome. Some of them think that the 
city could well afford to close Whitehall 
and Pryor street, but as the ‘city will 
not hear to that proposition, the roads 
are willing to elevate their tracks. 

If the property owners object to the 
changes in the grade of Whitehall and 
Pryor streets, and can succced in pre- 
‘wenting a change in the grade, the whole 
plan of erecting a station on the present 
site will be abandoned. 

The city must either consent to certain 
necessary changes in street grades or give 
up the idea of a new station on the pres- 
ent location. 

This seems to be the position of the 
roads, although it is held by su:ne that the 
roads. cannot be forced either to elevate 
their tracks or to discontinue running 
trains through the heart of the city at 
grade. 

A conference will be held this afternoon 
between the city council committee and 
the committee representing the roads. At 
this meeting. the question of — lowering 
Whitehall and Pryor streets will come up 
for discussion. This is the first problem 
to be settled. 

The railway men believe that satisfactory 
arrangements can be made with the state. 
aA new station would be such an advantage 
to the state’s property that it would not 
be businesslike to refuse to come to terms 
with the roads. At the end of twenty-one 
years the state of Georgia would have an 
interest in the building, and owning the 
groun@, the state would be in position to 
get better rental than it now receives, be- 
cause its terminal here would be more 
valuable. 

Opinions differ as to the advisability of 
proceeding with actual construction before 
the legislature meets. Authorities differ as 
to the powers of the board created by the 
legislature to represent the state in nego- 
tiating with the roads. Some say that if 
the board and the roads can reach an 
agreement on a business basis, the general 
assembly will wnquestionably ratify the 
board’s action. 

Of course it is early to talk about con- 
struction, but it is interesting to know 
that there are railway officials who are 
willing to trust to the general assembly 
ratifying any reasonable agreement with. 
the roads, particularly when the changes 
are that the agreement would be vasily to 
the state’s interest. No road would be 
willing to take chances if the state was 
not amply protected. 

Some months will be required to arrange 
the preliminaries with the city and the 
state’s board, and to have the plans and 
upecifications prepared. So it would be 
well along in the summer before the roads 
could be able to proceed with the construc- 
tion, under the most favorable conditions. 
The sooner the city tells the roads what 
will be acceptable, the faster the matter 
will move along. 

President Smith, of the Atlanta and West 
Point: Mr.° Harman, of the Western and 
Atlantic, and Mr. Thompson, of the 
Southern, the members of the committee 
representing the roads, all said yesterday 
that if the city would meet the roads half 
way, Atlanta would get a new union pas- 
senger station.

San Antonio, Tex., March 16.—Joeeph Me- 
dill, proprietor of The Chicago Tribune, 
died here at 10:30 o’clock this morning of 
heart failvre. 

Mr. Medill was born in New Brunswick, 
in 1823. When he was nine years of age 
his father moved to Stark county, Ohio, 
where the son worked on a farm while ac- 
quiring an education. He subsequently stud- 
led law and practiced for a time at Mass!- 
lon, 

In 1849 he founded a free soil newspaper 
in Coshocton, and in 1852 established a 
whig paper in Cleveland. In 1854 he became 
one of the organizers of the republican 
Party and since that time had been promi- 
nent in its councils. He moved to Chicago, 
and in 1855 became one of the owners of 
The Tribune. He was a member of the II- 
linois constitutional convention inh 1870, and 
the author of the minority representation 
clause and in 1871 was a member of the Uni- 
ted States civil service commission, He 
was elected mayor of Chicago in the same 
year and later spent some time in’ Eu- 
rope. 

On his return to Chicago he purchased 
the controlling interest in The Tribune and 
had since been its editor-in-chief. 

Mr. Medill was conscious up to the mo- 
ment of death, which he met with calm 
placidity. He said to his private physician 
ten minutes before he died: 

“My last words shall be ‘what is the 
news?’”’’ He came here three months ago 
for his health and has been confined to 
his bed only five days. His grandson, Rob- 
ert R. McCormick, was with him in his 
last moments. His remains will be sent to 
Chicago at once. 


BENJ. P. HUTCHISON IS DEAD.

John S. Prather, Sr., aged one hundred 
and two years, Atlanta’s oldest citizen, pass- 
ed peacefully away last night at the resi- 
Gence of his daughter, Mrs. S. L. Harris, 
op ‘Bellwood avenue, at 9 o’clock. 

During the intervening years between the 
spring morning in April, 1797, when he 
first saw the light of day, and the 16th of 
March, 1899, when his eyes closed in an 
endless sleep of death, Mr. Prather wit- 
nessed more varying scenes than falls to 
the lot of one man in thousands. When 
he wads born the United States had barely 
tnrown off the yoke of England, and was 
just entering into the arena of the nations 
—an untried stripling. He lived to see this 
country pass through three foreign wars 
in which the American arms rose triumph-

ant. He witnessed the most awful civil 
strife that ever befell the lot of a civilized 
land; and when he @ied his eyes closed on 
% reunited country—a country at peace 
with the world and grown to a powerful 
Dlarce in the congress of nations. 

When Mr. Prather was a young man of 
thirty the red-skinned warrior roamed at 
will over the southern states, and in many 
now thickly populated districts outnum- 
beregd the whites. When he died the abo- 
rigine had given way to the advance of 
civilization, and the country knew him not. 
The modern appliances of steam, electric- 
ity and countless usefyl inventions were 
unknown when Mr. Prather was a man 
well along in years. His death saw the 
whole civilized warld revolutionized by 
these agencies. 

Such, in brief, are some of the changes 
that his one hundred and two years 
brought about. 

John S. Prather was born in Orange 
county, North Carolina, April 24, 1797. He 
Was the son of Leonard Prather, a Pres- 
byterian minister, and Nancy Prather. His 
father died at a comparatively early age, 
but his mother lived to be ninety years oid. 

rom the time young Prather was a boy 
of sixteen, or thereabouts, until 1824, he re- 
mained at his father’s home in the Oid 
North State, then a wilderness for the 
most part, engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits. In 1824 he moved to Zebulon, Ga., 
where he conducted a@ prosperous general 
merchandise store for eleven years. In 1835 
he moved to Lafayette, Ala.. where he 
became a farmer, which occupation he 
continued to follow successfully until the 
aeath of his wife, eigat years ago, at which 
time he came to Atlanta, and has since 
resided with his daughter, Mrs. S. L. Har- 
vis. on Bellwood avenue, 

Between the years 18% and 1845, Mr. 
Prather saw stirring times in Alabama, and 
took active part in repelling more than one 
hestile outbreak of the redskins, whose 
Wont it was to commit all manner of dep- 
redations in the sparsely settled districts 
of the states. His reminiscences of these 
farly days have furnished more than-one 
southern romancer with material for sto- 
ries. Up to the last his mental faculties 
were keen, and nothing devighted him more 
than to sit on the porch during a sunny 
afternoon and relate to his grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren the harrosring ad- 
ventures of his youth and maturity. 

Physically Mr. Prather was a remarkable 
man. His six feet and two inches were 
lessened by the burden of years and his 
shoulders drooped slightly, but up to within 
five months of his death he was as active 
as the ordinary man of sixty. In his habits 
he was temperate. He never used intoxi- 
cants, but was an habitual, though moder- 
ate, user of tobacco for ninety years. For 
the past sixty years it hag been his habit 
to rise in the morning at 4 o’clock and re- 
tire at night at 8 o'clock. 

In 1894 Mr. Prather joined the Central 
Baptist church and was baptized. Later 
he joined the Third Baptist church. When 
the corner stone of that structuré was re- 
cently laid, he participated in the cere- 
monies. In one sense he wag the oldest, and 
in another the youngest member of the 
church to take part in these exercises. 

Mr. Prather had eight children, three of 
whom survive him, Colonel John S. Pra- 
ther, Mrs. S. L. Harris and Mrs. W. A.

Tt has become quite common to hear it 
remarked that the seasons are changing. 
ith every cold spell that comes either in 
the spring or fall there aré many old-timers 


who will regale you with persona! recollec- | 


tions of how the seasons used to be along 
in the forties or fifties, but unfortunately 
the records do not bear the old-timers out. 

The cold winters experienced in the south 
during the past few years have led many 
to believe that the winters are becoming 


; more severe, but the weather officials do 
net believe that such is the case, judging |. 


from all the records that they have at 
hand. 

Alfred J. Henry has a very interesting 
articie in the December number of The 
Monthly Weather Review, discussing this 
subject. 

He says: 

“The frequency and severity of the cold 
waves that have visited the southern por- 
tion of the United States in late years, and 
the fact that the present winter season be- 
@an much eariier than usual, have led a 
number of people to make inquiry as to 
what are the reasonable expectations for 
the future? Is it probable that a more or 
less permanent change in the character of 
the winters has taken place? This prob- 
lem is important since it involves a possi- 
ble readjustment of present economic oon- 
ditions. It is not new, nor ig it any nearer 
a clear and definite solution than it was 
fifty years ago. According to the trend of 
the best thought of today the climate js not 
perceptibly changing. The mean tempera- 
tures obtained by the earliest instrumen- 
tal observations, both in this country and 
abroad, show no differences greater than 
might reasonably be due to the chardcter 
of the instruments used and their environ- 
ment. The yearly means for a single sta- 
tion do not show a steady increase in heat 
culminating in a period of high tempera- 
ture and then gradually receding toward 
a period of diminished heat, but rather an 
irregularity in the distribution of warm 
and cold years that suggests at once the 
absence of any system of compensation 
Or any gradual progression from one ex- 
treme to the other. Studies of annual 
means, when broadened to inelude those 
from a number of stations scattered over 
the globe are not devoid of interest, though 
perhaps they have not as yet yielded re- 
sults of immediate practical importance. 

“For the states bofdering the gulf and 


| of 
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south Atlantic coasts continuous instru- 
mentai records of the temperature previous 
to 1870 are lacking, although a number of 
broken series are available. The degree of 
cold experienced before that date is nat- 
urally a matter of considerable uncertain- 
ty, and while we may form a general idea 
the relative severity of the winters, 
we are prevented from making as full an 
examination of the matter as its impor- 
tance demande. 

“Taking Florida as a concrete illustration, 
we find that at least four very distastrous 
freezes have occurred within the 100 years 
ending with 1898. We are inclined to the 
opinion that the first one, viz, that of 1836, 
was the most severe. The state then es- 
eaped further visitation for a period of 
fifty-one years, or to January, 188%. The 
next period of immunity was comparatively 
brief, viz, seven years, or to December, 
1894. Within two months of the last- 
named date, a second disastrous freeze oc- 
curred and there have been a number of 
dangerously low temperatures since. 

“The impression that the climate is 
changing is partly due to the fact that in 
recent times an account of every severe 
frost and freeze that occurs.in the south is 
sent broadcast to all parts of the coun- 
try, whereas, during earlier times no rec- 
ord was preserved except of the very se- 
vere freezes. This very lack of information 
respecting the earlier minor freezes pre- 
vents us in a measure from asserting in a 
more positive manner a rule of climate that 
appears to be common to all parts of the 
United States, viz, that periods of great 
refrigeration generally extend over several 
years. In support of this assertion, as af- 
recting Florida, reference is made to the 
fact that the great freeze of 1835 was pre- 
ceded by two severe winters, 1830-31 and 
1831-22, and was immediately followed by a 
winter of more than average severity, 1836. 
The freeze of 1886 was preceded by a cold 
spell in January, 1884 (minimum at Jack- 
sonville 21 degrees), and the temperature 
fell to 22 degrees at Jacksonville in January 
of 1887. The two freezes of the winter of 
1894-9. were preceded by a cold wave in 
1898, in which the temperature fell to 24 de- 
grees at Jacksonville. All of this would 
seem to. indicate, as above stated, that 
cold years are likely to be followed by 
years of similar character, separated by 
one or more warm years, the complete cy- 
cle of events extending over from four to 
seven years; but we should not forget that 
this conclusion is not based on sufficient 
data to establish it firmly.”

REDUCES AMOUNT OF SALARY. 


Tennessee Legislature After the Coal 
Oil Inspectors. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 16,(—Special.)— 
Coal oil inspection in Tennessee will soon 
cease to bée.a rich sinecure. The inspectors 
at Nashville and Memphis have made as 
high as $12,000 per year, but today the sen- 
ate passed the bill which graduates the 
compensation according to the population 
of the town, with the maximum ealary of 
$1,200 a year. Under the operation of the 
bill the inspectors at Nashville and Mem- 
phis will make $1,200 per annum, at Chat- 
tanooga and Knoxville $800, Jackson and 
Clarksville $400 and in smaller places $200 
and $100, provided so much is earned. All 
above these amounts will go into the state 
treasury.

Will Urge That Cuban and Porto Ri- 
can Troops Be Musterei Out in 
Atlanta This Summer. 


Wvery indication points to the mustering 
out of at least a brigade of United Staces 
volunteer soldiers, now doing garrison duty 
in Porto Rico and Cuba, in Atlanta this 


summer. 

If Atlanta does not get the troops it will 
not be the fault of the Atlanta Business 
Men’s League, which has taken the initia- 
tive in a movement looking to that end 
and is pushing the matter with the utmost 
vigor and enthusiasm. 

As soon as the news reached the city 
yesterday that large numbers of troops 
would be rushed to this country from Cuba 
and Porto Rico in time to escape the sum- 
mer fevers which prevail in both islands, 


prominent members of the league began 
to bestir themselves and not a moment 
was lost. They realized that delay might 
prove fatal to the project of securing the 
soldiers, and telegrams were at once sent 
by Mayor Woodward, Secretary T, H. Mar- 
tin. H. H. Cabaniss, Clark Howell, C. A. 
Collier, T. B. Neal and others to Secretary 
Alger urging Atlanta’s claims, 

V'he first telegram was sent by Mayor 
Woodward; it was quickly followed by 
others.

The League Meets. 

Shortly after the sending of these dis- 
patches Secretary Martin called a meeting 
of the committee on conventions and pro- 
motion of public interests to take place 
in the rooms of the league at 6 o'clock. 
Besides the members of this committee the 
general public was invited to attend and 
enter into the discussion of plans looking 
to securing the troops. 

Promptly at the appointed hour the fol- 
lowing gentlemen met in the rooms of 
the league: Chairman Joseph Jacobs, R. 
F’.. Bullock, J. R. Nutting, E. C. Peters, 
C. A. Collier; Mayor J. G. Woodward, T. 
B. Neal, P. H. Snook, H. H. Cabaniss, 
George Muse, J. Frank Beck, R. F. Mad- 
dox, Jr., and others, 

Chairman Jacobs called the meeting to 
order, briefly stating its purpose. He out- 
lined the steps that had already been taken 
by Mayor Woodward and other prominent 
citizens and impressed upon the members 
of the league .the importance of taking 
some immediate and concerted action. 
He reviewed the unfortunate occurrences 
which had militated against Atlanta get- 
ting soldiers last year, and spoke of the 
thousands of dollars that the city had 
lost by not securing them. Other and 
smaller towns throughout the south had 
been selected as the winter quarters for 
regiments and brigades, and in every in- 
stance the financial benefits had been good. 
There was, he said, absolutely ng reason 
why Atlanta should not have the same 
benefits. Climatically and in every other 
respect, the city was logically the best 
suited to the purposes of mustering out 
troops of any in the south. Unfortunately, 
he said, the impression had gone out in 
army circles that atlanta had no place 
where a large number of soldiers could be 
quartered. This impression had undoubt- 
edly militated against the city on the pre- 
vious occasions when the subject had been 
discussed. He thought that steps should 
be at once taken ty place the matter be- 
fore the secretary of war in the right light 
in order to forestall any possibility of his 
being prejudiced in favor of other cities. 
No time was to pe lost. Other cities 
throughout the country would be pressing 
their claims with equal force and earn- 
estness. 

At this point the meeting resolved itself 
into @ general and informal discussion of 
the best manner of placing the matter be- 
fore the administration, Chairman Jacobs 
calling upon the different gentlemen pres- 
ent to make suggestions. 

Nearly every member of the meeting had 
something tO say on the subject, and all 
agreed that Atlanta’s claims should be 
placed directly before the secretary of war 
and the adjutant general of the army. It 
was agreed that nothing should be said 
to President McKinley except as a last 
resort, in view of the fact that he was 
now taking 2 vacation and would doubtless 
not care to be Worried with such matters. 

C. A. Collier, in speaking of the matter, 
said that the question of quartering the 
soldiers W&s @Ntirely a secondary consid- 
eration. Every army officer who had vis- 
ited the city had reported favorably of 
Atlanta, and General Graham, formerly 
commander of the department of the gulf, 
had stated that atlanta would have no 
trouble in taking care of at least 2.00 
soldiers. .

AUTOPSY ON LEWIS'S BRAIN 


Dr. W. P. Nicolson Reports That the 
Man’s Brain Was Diseased. 


DR. BAIRD DECLINES TO REPLY 


It Is Now Argued That Execution of 
Lewis Was Untimely—Opinion of 
a Prominent Lawyer. 


Dr. W. P. Nicolson hag made an autopsy 
on the brain of Robert Lewis, the man 
who was hanged for the murder of Charlies 
Haynes. The autopsy was made at the 
request of Armenius Wright, one of Lewis's

brain of the dead man in a condition that 
would indicate he wag not of sound mind 
at the time of his death.

to day after day. Up to the day of his 
death Lewis feared the gallows.”

Rye bread could not be 
construed into being of a crackerish na- 
ture and couldn’t pass mustard, so to 
speak. The officer said he saw the rye 
bread emerge from under the counter, and 
to this the counter charge was made that 
the cop was at the bar taking a beer him- 
self.

NEWS AND GOSSIP IN THE 
- DEPARTMENT OF THE GULF 


Company B, Seventh infantry, arrived at 
Fort McPherson last night about 10 o’ciock 
to relieve company G, Sixteenth infantry, 
which until today was in charge of the 
post. The detachment from the Seventh 
infantry comes from Fort Snelling, Minn., 
having left there at 8:10 o'clock Tuesday 
night. It fs not known how long the 
Seventh infantry men will remain at the 
post, but it is thought that they will not 
be here long, as it has been the policy of 
the war department officials during the 
past few months to keep the various de- 
tached companies of infantry moving from 
one post to another. This, however, is 
probably owing to the necessity for or- 
dering regiments for foreign service on 


short notice. 
It is not known when company G, Six- 


teenth infantry, will leave the post, but 
it will be within the next two days, and 
the officers: wil] endeavor to get the men 
away as soon as possible. As soon as the 
announcement was made yesterday morn- 
ing at the post that the company of the 
Seventh infantry was en route to relieve 
the men of the Sixteenth infantry, the of- 
ficers of the company from the latter reg- 
iment began making preparations for de- 
parture, and company B will probably 
leave the post either today or tomorrow. 

It will go to Jefferson barracks, Mo., 
where the remainder of the battalion now 
is. From Jefferson barracks the battalion 
will proceed to San Francisco, the rendez- 
vous of the regfment and the point of 
embarkation for Manila. 

The government: evidently intends con- 
centrating a large force at Manila. The 
Twenty-first infantry, now at Plattsburg 
barracks, N, Y., is under orders for for- 
eign service, and will sai] within a few 
days, going via the Suez canal. The 
Seventh infantry and the Sixteenth infan- 
try, the former at Fort Sam Houston, San 
Antonio, and the latter scattered at sev- 
eral garrisons, will safl from San Francis- 
co within a few weeks.

Private Willis H. Hendrickson, company 
C, Fourth Itinoig volunteer infantry, sta- 
tioned at Savannah, is ordered honorably 
discharged from the service. 

Private Wim. Wixiel, company L, Sixth in- 
fantry, having been tried by a general 
courtmartial convened at Fort Sam, Hous- 
ton, Tex., and found guilty of drunken- 
ness on guard, and of conduct prejudicial 
to good order and military discipline, was 
sentenced ‘‘to be confined at hard labor 
under charge of the guard at the place 
where his company may be serving for 
the. period of nine months, and to forfeit 
$10 per month of his pay for the same 
period.’’

“Assistant secretary of war directs the 
followigg named men of Sixth infantry, 
ordered for foreign service, left behind on 
departure: Men undergoing sentence of, 
or awaiting trial by a general courtmar- 
tion; those whose time of service expires 
before July ist and who do not wish to 
leave the country; ‘all men physically un- 
fit for service in the Philippines. Those 
left behind to be trensferred ag privates 
to general] service and descriptive lists of 
all to be left at posts where men are serv- 
ing; also, of all those who are on furlough 
and cannot accompany regiment. Lists 
of all men who are left behind should be 
furnished to this office, with remarks as to 
disposition to be made.” 

This telegram came from Assistant Ad- 
jutant General Ward, and orders were {s- 
sued from the department of the gulf di- 
recting that it be complied with. .

LINE ON VIADUCT 


Consolidated Urges Its West Side Petition 
Before Council. 


WANTS THE RENTAL REDUCED 


Company Thinks It Should Not Pay 
as Much as Traction. 


— ‘TO ANY TRANSFER CONBITIONS 


Attorney Jack Spalding Says Consoli- 
dated Should Be Placed on Same ~* 
Footing with His Company. 


——$=——— 


The old fight between the Consolidated 
and the Atlanta Street Railway companies 
for franchises across the viaduct at Mitchell 
street and in west Atlanta, has broken. out 
again, and tHe city council is once more 
attempting to distribute equal rights and 
privileges between these two companies. 

Last year the council granted the com- 
panies the right to cross the viaduct on 
payment of a rental of $300 per annum. 
Certain restrictions as to transfers, etc., 
were required of the Atlanta railway that 
were not required of the Consolidated. The 
electric railway committee recommended 
the adoption of such a report, and council 
passed it, but the mayor vetoed the paper 
on the grounds that equal requirements 
should be made of both companies. 

This left the Atlanta railway with the 
privilege of crossing the viaduct, and the 
Consolidated without it. The latter company 
put in no further petitions for the same 
privileges during last year’s administration, 
and it was not umtil a few weeks ago that 
the company petitioned council for the priv- 
ilege of crossing the bridge, and making 
a west side connection with its Jones ave- 


nue line. 
The papers were referred to the commit- 


tee on electric amd ofher railroads, and 
came up for a hearing before the commit- 
tee at 2:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon at 
the city hall. The Consolidated was repre- 
sented by Attorney Goodwin, President 
Woodruff and Superintendent Hurt. The 
Atlanta railway was represented by Attor- 
ney Jack Spalding. 

The Cansolidated took the position that as 
it intended to rum only one line over the 
bridge, and considering it would‘not operate 
there as many cars as the Atlanta Railway 
Company, its part of the rental should be 
reduced. President Woodruff stated that in 
his opinion his company should not be re- 
quired to pay only about half that of the 


regulations as to fares, and transfers being 
placed on his grant. 

Attorney Spalding made a warm reply to 
Mr. Woodruff. He claimed that as strict re- 
quirements were made of his company in 
crossing the viaduct, the same should be 
required of the Consolidated. He could not 
see why this company should object to be- 


tended-to inaugurate such a systefh in the 
next few days. Mr. Spalding argued that 
the Consolidated should be requiped to pay 
just as much as the Atlanta railway, and 
said that the fact 6f a line parallel t6 his 
being granted on easier terms might tend 
to injure the securities of his company. 

The committee decided to take the matter 
under advisement and will meet Monday to 
formulate a report for the council Monday 
afternoon. 

President Woodruff stated after the meet- 
ing that he would not accept a franchise 
over the bridge with any restrictions ag to 
transfers. 

Transfer System in a Week. 

The Consolidated will be ready to put on 
its new transfer system in about a, week or 
ten days. President Woodruff stated yes- 
terday afternoon all haste was being exer- 
cised in the perfection of the details, and 
he believed the plan would be a success. 


Transfers will be issued on one or two 
of the main lines first. When these are in 


thorough working order the transfers will 
be extended to the other lines. The tick- 
ets are now being prepared and will go to 
the printer in the next few days.

However, the 
sooon of cotton have been disappoingly 
small, plainly showing exhaustion to be 
the true cause of small receipts, because 
the roads are in a very fine condition. The 
quality of the present receipts is consid- 
erably better in every respect than it has 
been for three months. 
cotton from interior uncounted towns, al- 
though very light, nevertheless there is 
some accumulation at such points, caused 
by the lack of demand. At present the 
demand for actual spot cotton is less than 
at any time during the season. The con- 
trolling markets have declined some 2 
points, but holders of actual cotton are not 
making any concessions, and this is an- 
other reason for the movement of cotton 
being as light as it is. 
Planters are making good progress in 
preparing lands for another crop. We find 
that some oats that were sown late in the 
fall were killed by frost, and of course 
this land will be put in either cotton or 
corn. It looks to us that the acreage will 
not be reduced as nfuch as we thought 
for a month ago. Lately we have heard 
of some inquiries for mules, which has not 
been the case up to now: as there are none 
for sale, consequently, the demand remains 
unsatisfied. We notice some activity in the 
way of fertilizer hauling and shipments, 
but up to now no more than 50 per cent, as 
compared with last year has been sold, and 
about 33 per cent delivered.

New York, March 16.—A heavier move- 
ment of the crop at the interior towns and 
the lack of demand upon the basis of the 
quotations for the past four weeks has led 
to a liquidation of a portion of the -recent 
purchases and a consequent decline in 
prices. At the decline the demand from 
Lancashire and continental spinners in Liv- 
erpool has increased; sustaining values 
abroad on a more normal basis as com- 
pared with the recent prices between the 
market at home and abroad. It is evident 
from this demand that consumers are 
watching the movement intently for some 
indication in the receipts of the. confirma- 
tion of either the large crop estimates upon 
which they have been depending or the 
adoption of the more moderate. estimates 
which have become current during Feb- 
ruary. Speculation has naturally subsided, 
waiting for the determination of this ques- 
tion which is the factor that will deter- 
mine the immediate course of the market. 
Throughout the eotton belt. east of the 
Mississippi the weather has again been un- 
favorable for the preparation of the land 
for the new crop, and it is now certain 
that the planting will be later than for 
many seasons in nearly every section of the 
south. This feature has brought a better 
demand for the new crop deliveries, as 
European spinners not liking the quality of 
the latter shipments from this crop, are 
disposed to carry over smaller supplies if 
they can be assured of early shipments up- 
on a basis approaching 6 cents for October, 
as by purchasing such shipments they feel 
certain of a better character of cotton than 
that now offered for sale. In addition. 
they would save a portion of the cost of 
carrying a large reserve stock. 

This demand has been supplied by many 
who feel that they would prefer. to be 
hedged by sales of the new crop against 
their stock, to guard against any possible 
manipulation during the summer. There is 
no question in the trade as to the existence 
of a supply this season in excess of the 
actual demand for consumption, but there 
is a growing belief that the start will be a 
late one, and that the, chances are decided- 
ly in favor of a reduced acreage and a 
lessened use of fertilizers. Therefore, many 
are looking forward to a smaller crop next 
season and a higher average range of prices 
than those current during the past two 
years. Experience has taught them that 
we seldom produce three large crops. in 
succession, and while crop prospects may 
become brilliant and lead to somewhat low- 
er prices, there will always be present that 
belief which will from time to time bring 
about an investment demand.

New York. March 16.—The sensational 
rise in Sugar was largeiy responsible for the 
elimination of much of the short interest in 
the rest of the list, materiai gains appear- 
ing, notably among the specialties, while 
the railways at the high point averaged 
1% up, but there were recessions from 
the best and the market closed under 
pressure. It was a wild day on the ex- 
change, Sugar figuring for over a quarter 
of a million shares with the aggregate 
trading reaching nearly a million shares. 
The market was moving cautiously upward 
when Sugar burst into prominence and 
touched 1/0, a rise of 29% points over fast 
hight’s close, 11 points above the Septem- 
Her boom and prices of 1897. The close 
was at 159%. The fluctuations were erratic, 
an instance in point being the drop of 10 
points on two transactions,from the high 
point. ‘A trader sold short 300 of the 30 
shares traded in at 170, and within a mo- 
ment covered at 160, the only intermediate. 
transaction being 100 shares at 169. Thus 
the broker realized $3,000 on his short sale. 
There were various rumors connected with 
the movement in Sugar, among them .the 
report that the trade wars had been settled; 
that an agreement had been reached with 
the Glucose Kefining Company and the 
Doscher and Arbuckie interests. People in 
the trade generally discredited the rumors, 
professing ignorance of any deal upon 
which they would likely be posted were it 
in existence. Local interests identified with 
the concerns mentioned likewise discredited 
the reports, except in the case of the pres- 
ident of the Sugar Refining Company, who 
made no statement’ before the market 
closed. In some quarters the movement 
was attributed to a corner in the stock and 
a punishment of the shorts, while, on the 
other hand, a house which was active in 
the dealings claimed to be ignorant of the 
reason for ihe advance, but thought it of. 
too great a magnitude to have been mere- 
ly a maneuver against the shorts. Tobac- 
co, after yielding 7% points made an ex- 
treme rise of 10% to 216 in sympathy with 
the movement in Sugar. Glucose also rose* 
9 points to 75, coincident with the move- 
ment in Sugar. Néw York Air Brake touch- } 
ed 200, a rise of 15 points; Metropolitan 
jumped 5% to 258%; Third Avenue rose oe 
to 210 3-4: Manhattan 8 to 112%; Brooklyn 
Transit 2 3-8 to 102; Consolidated Gas 64% to 
221, and@ Burlington 4% to 142 7-8.

Is No Longer Lieutenant Colonel of 
the Fifth Regiment. 


CAPTAIN ELLIS ALSO RESIGNED 


Scene enenemenennnetiatiomendt 


A Reorganization of the Regiment 
Will: Probably Take Place in 
a Short Time. 


Colonel Park Woodward thas resigned the 
lieutenant colonelcy of the Fifth regiment 
infantry, Georgia volunteers. His resigna- 
tion was received at the adjutant general's 
office yesterday morning and placed on 
record. It will be accepted. The resigna- 
tion of Captain W. D. Ellis, Jr., of com- 
pany C, known as the Hibernian Rifles, 
was also received yesterday morning. 

The resignations: of these two popular of- 
ficers will be a source of regret to the 
other officers and privates in the regiment. 
They have been closely identified with the 
regiment and have done much to build it 
up, The cause of the resignations is not 
any internal dissension or dissatisfaction, 
but having served the state for a considera- 
ble number of years, they are willing to give 
others a chance for promotion. : 

The promotions will not be made for 
some time yet. Who will succeed the of- 
ficers has not been discussed at the adju- 
tant general's office, Colonel Obear said 
yesterday that the resignations had been 
received, but further than that, he did not 
care to say anything. He could not say 
when the vacancies would be filled or who 
would succeed to the vacated positions, 

A complete reorganization of the regi- 
ment will take place in a short time, and 
then it is very probable that the new of- 
ficers will be elected. The reorganization 
of the regiment will be an important event 
and great interest is heing manifested.

Atlanta Festival Asseciation Discusses 
the Approaching Concerts. 


AN IMPORTANT MEETING HELD 


President White Appoints a Commit- 
tee on Permanent Organization. 


QUESTION OF AUDITORIUM DISCUSSED 


Committee Will Meet Today To Discuss 
Admissions, Transportation and 
Other Important Matters. 


An important meeting of the members 
of the Atlanta Festival Association was 
held in the rooms of the Atlanta Business 
Men’s League at 12 o’clock. The following 
members were present: President W. 
Woods White, George Scovel, B. F. Bul- 
lock, Roby Robinson, W. L. Peel, Oscar 
Pappenheimer, E. H. Thornton, T. J. Kel- 
ly, Captain Burke, Major J. C. Courtnéy, 
R. F. Maddox, Jr., Joseph Jacobs and Mr. 
Morenus. 

The meeting was called to order by 
President Woods White, who stated that 
the guarantee fund of the Theodore 
Thomas Orchestral Society now amounted 
to $3,600, Captain Burke having recently 
become one of the members, thus making 
the number of gtiarantors thirty-six. 

Mr. White spoke of the great success 
that association had met with. He urged 
the importance of the association at once 
taking steps to form a permanent organi- 
zation. 

“If we expect to be able to get first- 
Class attractions, such as Thomas's orches- 
tra, to Atlanta every year—and there’s no 
reason we should not, judging from the 
interest that has been taken in the society 
thus far—we will have to have an audito- 
rium of our own. Experience has proven 
that none of the opera house» in Atlanta 
are large enough for the purpose of hold- 
ing musical festivals. Nearly every town 
of this size in the north has a philharmonic 
society owning its own building.” 

Mr. White's suggestion met with general 
approval, and it was mMoved that he ap- 
point a committee of eleven to look after 
the details of a permanent organization. 
The motion was ¢arried, and Mr. White 
appointed Messrs. Jacobs, Pappenheimer, 
Martin, Morenus, Peel, Thornton, Caba- 
niss, Maddox, Kelly and Burke to consti- 
tute this committee, 

The officers of the committee are: W. 
Woods White, chairman; E. H, Thornton, 
treasurer, and R. F. Maddox, Jr., secre- 
tary. 

The question of prices of admission was 
discussed at some length. Several of tne 
members favored a scale of prices ranging 
from 8 cents to $1.50, according to the 
location of the seat. Others suggested 
that the boxes and a few of the choicest 
seats be auctioned off. It was finely de- 
cided to refer this matter to a sub-com- 
mittee of the committee of eleven.

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FROM CITY HALL CORNERS 


The Chattahoochee river was on a ram- 
page yesterday, snd for a while it looked 
as if the city water pumping station might 
be in danger. The dike is not sufficiently 
strong and is in danger of being washed 
away by the high water at almost any 
time. In case this were to occur, the 
damage tu the city would be great. 

At a late hour last night the river was 
about twenty-four feet high. and was fall- 
ing at the rate of about an inch an 
hour. Superintendent Park Woodward, of 
the waterworks department, stated he 
thought tne danger was over and that the 
water would soon recede to its normal 
heigith. 

If the water ever rises to a heighth of 
twenty-nine and one-half feet it will 
overflow the dike. There is great danger 
cf the dike being washed away with the 
water in its present condition. The high- 
est the water has ever been was Septetmn- 
b.r 3d of last year, when it reached twen- 
ty-seven feet, 

Mayor Woodward and Superintendent 
Woodward went out to the river yester- 
day, but concluded that the worst was 
over, and they returned to the city about 
the middle of the afternoon. There is a 
movement in council to enlarge the dike, 
and the experience of the last two floods 
will duubtless carry it through. 


The board of health will meet in regular 
session at the city hall this afternoon at 
5 o'clock. 
routine matters will be discussed. 

At the last s ssion of the board the tem- 
porary contract for the consumption of 
the city garbage was awarded to the Les- 
ter crematory. Active arrangemnets are 
now being made to carry out the contract, 
and the owners of the plant claim they 
will be able to do the work. 

Material improvements are to be made 
in the original plant, chief among which 
will be the devices for consuming the night 
soil. The contract with the Lester people

Heretofore the law required a certain 
percentage of this money to go to the 
residents on the entire blocK occupied by 
the new railway line, irrespective of 
whether the tracks occupied the entire 
block or nor. In other words, if a line 
happened to be built half a square, the res- 
idents at the other end of the block would 
receive their pro rata just the same as 
those living directly in front of the tracks.
